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THE UNIVERSITY 

IKE most American universities, The George Wash- 

ington University grew out of a liberal arts college, 

the original name of which is retained to designate 
the present senior college of letters and sciences. 

The idea of a university located in the Capital of the 
Nation was sponsored by George Washington, who dur-

Meigs, Postmaster General, together with thirty-two 
members of Congress, became patrons of the new 
college. 

The charter, granted by Congress in 1821, provided 
that “Persons of every religious denomination shall be 
capable of being elected Trustees ; nor shall any person, 
either as President, Professor, Tutor, or pupil, be refused 
admittance into said College, or denied any of the privi- 
leges, immunities, or advantages thereof, for or on ac- 
count of his sentiments in matters of religion.” 

When the first commencement was held on December 
15, 1824, President Monroe, John Quincy Adams, John 
С. Calhoun, Henry Clay, and the Marquis de Lafayette 
headed the eminent company attending the exercises. 

By an act of Congress of March 3, 1873, the name of 
the college, which had in the meantime added profes- 
sional schools of medicine and law, was changed to 
“Columbian University,” in recognition of the enlarged 
scope of the institution. 

By an act of Congress of January 23, 1904, the Uni- 
versity was removed from the denominational control 
under which it had operated from 1899, and was pro- 
vided with a self-perpetuating Board of Trustees em- 
powered to change its name. In accordance with this 
act, the title “The George Washington University” was 
adopted in the same year. 

As now constituted, The George Washington Univer- 
sity comprises fourteen Colleges, Schools, and Divisions. 
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ENVIRONMENT 


HE environment of a university is important in its 

influence upon students. Particularly is this true 
in the case of undergraduates studying in a college 
of liberal arts. The George Washington University is 
situated in the city of Washington, a political and cul- 
tural capital, which has the distinction, too, of being one 
of the most beautiful cities in America. 

From the center of the city wide avenues and shaded 
boulevards extend into nearby Maryland and Virginia. 
The heart of its elaborate system of drives and parks is 
the Mall, a wide tract extending two miles from the 
Capitol at the east to the Potomac River at the west. 
Along the Mall are the monumental classic buildings 
Which house the various departments of the national 
government ; the White House; the Washington Monu- 
ment, rising above the Tidal Basin: and the impressive 
Lincoln Memorial, at the head of the George Wash- 
ington Memorial Bridge which leads across the Potomac 
to Arlington and the Mount Vernon Boulevard. 

A few blocks north from the Mall near its western 
terminus, and adjacent to the Potomac Park area, is the 
campus of The George Washington University. Rapidly 
expanding its land area and adding to its buildings, the 
University today overspreads and gives character to its 
section of the Federal City. 

On the older University Quadrangle, and enclosing 
the University Yard with its stretches of lawn, flower- 
bordered paths, and replica of the famous Houdon statue 


of George Washington, are the buildings which house 
the social sciences, the biological sciences, and the phys- 
ical sciences. In recent years many old houses have 
been removed from the Quadrangle and new modern 
buildings have been erected to replace the structures 
formerly in use. Developments are well under way in 
adjacent areas. In the fall of 1936 there was opened the 


first unit of the dormitory quadrangle, the Hattie M. 
Strong Residence Hall, a beautiful college home for 
women students. Other halls are projected for the 
immediate future, newly acquired property in several 
adjoining city squares having made it possible to begin 
the building of the enlarged University fabric that is 
planned in harmony with the educational ideals of the 
institution and the beauty of the city which surrounds it. 

The National Capital stands in a region associated 
with the personal activities of George Washington and 
other noteworthy figures in American history. In this 
area our national traditions early found expression. A 
short distance down the Potomac River is Mount 
Vernon, the home of Washington. The nearest town, 
Alexandria, Virginia, is extremely rich in traditions 
which link it with the First President and with early 
American history. Directly across the Potomac from 
Washington are the hills of Arlington, where stands the 
home of General Robert E. Lee. Historic Georgetown, 
now a part of the District of Columbia, has many memo- 
ries of George Washington. It was here that he met 
local landowners and arranged for the purchase of land 
for the District of Columbia. Georgetown was the head- 
quarters of Washington and Major L’Enfant when they 


supervised the laying out of the Capital of the Nation. 
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Washington is important not only historically, but as 
the center of the activities of one of the great govern- 
ments of the world. The Federal Government has been 
likened to a great university, affording special opportuni- 
ties for the study of governmental administration, the 
application of our constitutional principles, the admin- 
istration of law, dip lomacy, and political affairs gener- 
ally. Bureaus. experimental stations, laboratories. mu- 
seums, and observatories serve every science. Eminent 
government specialists in many fields give to em Nation 


the results of their study and research. Realizing the

frequent concerts by famous visiting orchestras and 
musical artists bring to the student the highest types of 
music. With the increasing importance of the United 
States in world affairs, Washington has also become the 
crossroads of international life, in contact with old- 
world cultures, and an internationally recognized center 
of influence. International groups, such as the Pan 
American Union and the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace, have made Washington their 
headquarters. The embassies and legations of foreign 
countries, with their staffs of diplomatic experts and 
assistants, contribute further to the international aspect 
of life in the Capital of the Nation. 

Washington has, therefore, become an ideal uni 
sity city. In such an atmosphere it is not strange that a 
number of institutions of higher learning have developed 
here, including Georgetown University, under the juris- 
diction of the Jesuit Order; the Catholic 1 niversity of 
America, authorized by Pope Leo XIII and suppo 
by the Roman Catholic Church; American University, 
under the patronage of the Methodist Ё piscopal Church; 
and The George Washington University, which is non- 
sectarian.

Not only have these institutions derived stimulation 
from the presence of other cultural influences in the 
Capital, but, reciprocally, the scholars of their faculties 
and the body of students in all branches of university 
work are contributing in no small degree to the develop- 


ment of Washington as a seat of learning. 


THE LIBERAL ARTS PROGRAM 
HROUGHOUT its long history, the liberal arts 


college has been the keystone of the University 
structure, and the liberal arts tradition of Columbian 
College, together with its historic name, has been main- 
tained. 

In 1930, the administration of the units affecting the 
liberal arts work was reordered, and the Junior College 
established, comprising the work of the Freshman and 
Sophomore years. At the same time Columbian Col- 
lege took over the first year of graduate study, and now 
grants both the Bachelor’s and Master’s degrees. A uni- 
fied four-year curriculum in liberal arts runs through 
the Junior College and Columbian College, and the 
instruction and academic standards are carefully co- 
ordinated. In many instances the members of the in- 
structional staff teach both first-group courses in the 
Junior College and second- or third-group courses in 
Columbian College. 

The liberal arts work of the University, as well as its 
professional work in law and medicine, enjoys the high- 
est possible accreditation. The University is on the 
approved list of the Association of American Universi- 
ties and is also accredited by its regional accrediting 
agency, the Middle States Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. It is likewise on the approved list 
of the American Association of University Women.

THE JUNIOR COLLEGE 


HE purpose of the Junior College curriculum is to 

provide a broad basis for a liberal education. To 
accomplish this purpose, the courses offered in the 
Junior College include comprehensive surveys in the 
four basic fields of English, foreign languages, social 
Studies, and sciences. 

Nearly two thirds of the students who enter the Junior 
College enroll in the arts and letters curriculum leading 
toward the degree of Bachelor of Arts. In order to pro- 
vide the broad background for liberal arts work, two 
science survey courses are offered: in the natural sciences 
and in the physical sciences. These courses provide the 
opportunity for students to gain a broad general knowl- 
edge of these subjects by means of lectures, laboratory 
demonstrations, and field trips. Enrollment in these 
survey courses is voluntary, students having the oppor- 
tunity to take technical laboratory courses in Botany, 
Geology, Chemistry, Mathematics, Physics, or Zoology. 

All Freshman students are required to enroll for the 
Freshman English course. The first semester of this 
Course combines the practice of composition with an 
introductory study of literature. On recommendation 
of the English Department, students who are well pre- 
pared in composition may be allowed to enroll for a 
Sophomore literature course in the second semester of 
their Freshman year. Allother students are required to 
complete the second semester of Freshman English. 
In foreign languages, courses are offered in Greek, 
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Latin, French, Spanish, and German. ‘Two years of 
college study in foreign languages, or the equivalent, is 
required. The foreign-language requirement is articu- 
lated with the high-school work. The student may, 
therefore, continue the study of the language taken in 
high school, and is likewise encouraged to undertake the 
study of other languages which may contribute to the 
mastery of his major field. 

In the social studies, a survey course in the History of 
European Civilization is offered in the Freshman year 
and a survey course in the History of American Civiliza- 
tion in the Sophomore year. The student may, how- 
ever, elect other survey courses in American Govern- 
ment, Economic Institutions, or Sociology. 

In all curricula the student has a choice of one or two 
electives in each year. Freshman and Sophomore courses 
in Art, Philosophy, Psychology, Public Speaking, and 
the like, give the student the opport unity to acquire the 
broad knowledge requisite to a liberal education. 

The requirement that students who intend to pursue 
studies toward the Bachelor of Arts degree must take 
work in English composition, English literature, foreign 
language, social studies, and science, in addition to such 
courses as they may elect, provides the educational foun- 
dation for the more specialized studies of the Junior and 
Senior years. It also assures to students the opportunity 
to develop wide interests in many subjects -interests 
which may be continued in the Junior and Senior years 
along with the major program. Thus the organization 
of the Junior College is articulated on the one hand with 
the high school, and on the other with Columbian Col- 
lege, to serve the purpose of a liberal education. 
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COLUMBIAN COLLEGE 


S PART of the administrative readjustment of the 
University’s program effected in 1930, the work of 
the Freshman and Sophomore years was made a 
separate unit and assigned to the Junior College, while 
the Junior and Senior years were retained in Columbian 
College. As a further step, the year of study leading to 
the Master’s degree was separated from the graduate 
work for the Doctor’s degree (now administered by the 
Graduate Council) and assigned to Columbian College. 
This innovation was accompanied by the establishment 
of a carefully controlled Independent Study Plan. At 
the same time, the divisional type of educational organi- 
zation was adopted, which distinguishes between the 
instructional organization of the University and its ad- 
ministrative organization, and is based upon such factors 
as the relationship of content, the interrelation of meth- 
ods and prerequisites, and similarity of background and 
Viewpoint. Divisions are not, however, considered as 
unrelated and self-sufficient. It is recognized that many 
Contacts between divisions arise, and the full value of 
the organization, both for the instructors and for the 
students, is realized only to the extent that such contacts 
are fostered and improved. 

The purpose of Columbian College is to round out 
the program of liberal education begun in the Junior 
College, and to bring to a focus educationally the indi- 
vidual talents and aptitudes of the student of liberal arts. 
The program involves a comprehensive survey of a field 
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of study, together with such knowledge of other fields as 
will contribute to the general intellectual development 
of the student. 

Courses open to students in the arts and sciences are 
offered under the following twenty-three of the fifty de- 
partments: Art, Bacteriology, Biochemistry, Biology, 
Botany, Chemistry, Classical Languages and Litera- 
tures, Economics, English, Geology, Germanic Lan- 
guages and Literatures, History, Mathematics, Philos- 
ophy, Physics, Physiology, Political Science, Psychology, 
Public Speaking, Romance Languages and Literatures, 
Sociology, Statistics, and Zoology. Under approved con- 
ditions, liberal arts students may also elect courses in 
certain other departments. 

The George Washington University plan of educa- 
tional sequence in the liberal arts and sciences extends 
from the elementary collegiate discipline of the Junior 
College, through the studies for the baccalaureate degree 
of Columbian College, to the Master of Arts discipline, 
likewise in Columbian College. A well-rounded under- 
graduate major supported by studies in related fields 
provides the core of the Columbian College program, the 
culmination of which is the Master of Arts discipline. 

In order to carry out the fundamental educational 
philosophy of this program, and to give practical effect 
to its aims and objectives, a new plan has been set up 
for the administration both of the undergraduate major 
and of the Master’s work. Under it, emphasis is defi- 
nitely placed upon fields of study and knowledge of their 
content, rather than upon the mere accumulation of

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THE UNDERGRADUATE Mayor 


All students of Columbian College pursuing courses 
in the general curricula leading to the Bachelor of Arts 
and the Bachelor of Science degrees must complete an 
undergraduate major. The requirement for the satisfac- 
tion of an undergraduate major is the passing of a 
written examination in the subject or field of the major. 
Although the minimum requirements for the Bachelor’s 
degrees still include completion of a specific number of 
semester-hours, the requirement for the major is not 
stated in terms of semester-hours or definite courses. 


Definition of the Undergraduate Major 


An undergraduate or baccalaureate major may be 
defined as a coordinated study of the content and 
methods of a field of knowledge. Although generally 
confined to a single department of instruction (which 
is the field of study), a major may also be taken in a 
group of closely related subjects, ог in some important 
and integral subdivision of a departmental program. In 
other words, a major may be offered by a single depart- 
ment; or in a group of related studies involving more 
than one department, or even more than one division ; or 
one department may offer more than one major field of 
study within itself. 

The objective of the major is to make certain that the 
student shall have, at the time of his graduation, the skill 
and knowledge of a field of learning, enlarged and 
Strengthened by studies in related subjects, so that he 
May, with conviction and understanding, meet the ac- 
tivities and interests of modern life. 
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Study for the major, however, is not intended to dis- 
place the ideal of a liberal education. The student is 
advised against over-specialization, protected from 
due encroachment upon his time and energy by major 


un

requirements, and given opportunit 
of his knowledge throughout the undergraduate disci- 


pline. In order to assure this, at least twenty-four 
semester-hours of course work must be taken in subjects 
not included in the major.

Administration of the Major 


All majors are subject to the approval and supervision 
of the division in which the major field is classified. The 
professor or the department of the field of study will 
formulate the contents of the major, which will be sub- 
mitted through the Educational Committee to the divi- 
sion. All majors are intended to be comparable ; that is, 
they should have the same general proportion in relation 
to the whole undergraduate academic program, and 
should maintain similar standards of achievement. 


Proseminar in the Major 


For the convenience of the student a proseminar 
course is offered in each field of study, under the super- 
vision of the division in which the major is taken. This 
course, planned and administered by the professor of 
the department of the major subject, will advise, guide, 
and instruct the student in his reading, study, laboratory 
exercises, etc., in order to assist him in gaining a CO" 
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ordinated knowledge of his field. This course is not a 
definite requirement; registration in it is voluntary on 
the part of the student. Six semester-hours’ credit, but 
no qualitative grade, may be assigned. When registered 
in this course the student will have the privilege of visit- 
ing any other courses offered in the college. This pro- 
seminar is not intended as a “cramming course”; its 
objective is to present the content and methods of the 
major field as a whole by organizing and coordinating 
the knowledge obtained in the various formal courses in 
the major subject, as well as by suggesting material not 
usually included in such courses. 


The Major Examination 


The major examination will normally be taken by the 
student at the close of the senior year; in the case of 
Students on limited schedule, the major examination 
may be taken not earlier than one calendar year before 
graduation. Students who fail to pass a major examina- 
tion may, at the discretion of the Columbian College 
Committee on Studies, be re-examined at a later regular 
major examination period. The Educational Commit- 
tees of the respective divisions will have general super- 
vision of the preparation, reading, and grading of major 
examinations. Major examinations will be held in the 
closing weeks of each regular semester and, with the per- 
mission of the Committee on Studies, at the conclusion 
of the Summer Sessions. 


Tue Master’s WORK 


a purpose and function of study leading to the 
Master of Arts degree is to give the student a compre- 
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hensive survey of a field of knowledge. This study in- 
volves the continuation of the cultural elements pro- 
vided for in the undergraduate major, together with a 
greater acquaintance with scholarly methods. 


Definition of the Master's Work 


The basis for granting the degree is the completion of 
a consistent plan of study, as determined by the success- 
ful passing of a written examination, together with such 
other examinations involving special skills or techniques 
as the department or the division may require, and the 
presentation of a satisfactory thesis. 

The student must satisfy certain minimum require- 
ments as to previous preparation, residence, ability to 
read an approved foreign language, and courses t: aken; 
but these requirements, while essential, are regarded 
primarily as qualifying measures. The student's knowl- 
edge of his field, as demonstrated by his thesis and by 
the results of his Master's examination, constitutes the 
fundamental evidence of his worthiness to receive the 
Master's degree of The George Washington University. 


Residence Requirements 


An academic year of residence is required. ‘This must 
include completion of a minimum of thirty semester- 
hours of work including the thesis. Summer Sessions 
work may be counted in residence, but in no case may 
the period of residence aggregate less than twenty-seven 
weeks. No part of this minimum requirement shall be 
taken elsewhere. All work for the Master of Arts degree 
shall be completed within a maximum of three years; 


unless the Dean’s Council considers the circumstances 
so unusual as to justify an extension of time. 


Program of Study 

A student’s program of study shall be outlined in 
detail at the beginning of his work, and one copy of the 
program shall be given to the student, one retained by 
the adviser, and one filed in the Registrar’s Office. Each 
program is subject to the approval of an appropriate 
agency of the major division. Programs may be revised 
as occasion requires, but revisions shall be made from 
the point of view of the program as a whole, and copies 
of the revised program distributed as in the case of the 
original program. 


Admission to Candidacy 


A student shall be admitted to candidacy, at the dis- 
cretion of the department and the division concerned, 
before he begins the last half of his work for the Master's 
degree. Before being admitted to candidacy the student 
must show a reading knowledge of at least one modern 
foreign language (European), which shall be selected by 
the major department. If a prospective candidate, in his 
previous academic work, has not substantially satisfied 
the prerequisites for the Master of Arts study, as defined 
by his major department or division, he will not be 
admitted to candidacy until such deficiency has been 
made up. i 


The Master’s Thesis 
l'he thesis may be of a research, expository, critical, 
or creative type. The main purpose of a Master's thesis

is to demonstrate the student’s ability to make inde- 
pendent use of the information and training acquired 
through his other disciplines, and to furnish objective 
evidence of his constructive powers in his chosen field. 
The thesis must be registered for not later than the 
beginning of the final year of preparation unless the pro- 
fessor in charge of the thesis permits registration at the 
beginning of the final semester. For this purpose the 
nine weeks’ term of the Summer Sessions is considered 
as a semester. The choice of the thesis subject must be 
approved by the professor in charge of the major and 
recorded in the Office of the Registrar by the date an- 
nounced in the University calendar. The typewritten 
thesis in its final form must have the approval of the 
professor in charge of the major and of the Educational 
Committee of the division concerned, and must be pre- 
sented to the Dean by the student not later than the date 
announced in the University calendar. 


The Master’s Examination 


In addition to such other examinations as may be re- 
quired, candidates must pass a general written examina- 
tion on the major subject. The provisions of the new 
plan for undergraduate majors, as far as they concern 
the general examination for the major, also apply to the 
Master’s examination. 
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STUDENT LIFE 
A INSTITUTION which brings together under its 
е 


ducational program many thousands of students 
becomes a community in itself. Because the moti- 
vating principle of education in The George Washing- 
ton University is primarily the development of indi- 
vidual character and its intelligent adaptation to a 
higher type of living in modern society, a recognition of 
student interests and activities outside the classroom is 
both necessary and desirable. 

The University encourages the extra-curricular activi- 
ties of its students in all the diversity of sports and com- 
petitions, membership in social clubs and academic so- 
Cleties, and artistic and cultural expression of various 
kinds, Through them, the student not only may express 
his character and enthusiasms, but also, in the govern- 
ing of these activities according to the principles which 
Control the political and social regulation of American 
life beyond the confines of the University, may antici- 
Pate his later responsibilities and interests as an edu- 
Cated citizen. These activities, therefore, are not merely 
tolerated as an unavoidable concomitant to the pres- 
ence of the student body; rather, they are encouraged 
and supported as a normal extension of the principles 
of enriched participation in life which should emerge 
from the philosophy underlying the University's aca- 
demic discipline. 

, “rowing naturally out of the classroom is the Colum- 
lan Honor Society, the chief scholastic honor organiza- 
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tion. Membership in this group has become the most 
coveted academic award, not only because a senior to be 
eligible must have a very high grade-average, but also 
because admission is based upon election by the Faculty 
Phi Beta Kappa Group. Encouraging the student from 
the beginning of his college career to strive for the gen- 
eral excellence of scholarship symbolized by the Colum- 
bian Honor Society, are Alpha Lambda Delta (women) 
and Phi Eta Sigma (men), national honor organizations 
for freshmen who attain the necessary high scholastic 
rating. 

Chapters of nine national honor societies recognize 
meritorious work in special fields. These are Sigma Xi 
(science), Order of the Coif (law), Delta Sigma Rho 
(forensics), Pi Delta Epsilon (journalism), Kappa 
Kappa Psi (music), Phi Sigma Rho (philosophy), Pi 
Gamma Mu (social science), Sigma Pi Sigma (physics), 
Sigma Tau (engineering). Twenty-four professional 
fraternities for men and for women promote fellowship 
among students with common interests, combining 
qualifications of individual scholarship with those of 
social productivity. The professional fraternities are as 
follows:

Moreover, the student is brought informally into con- 
tact with his instructors through seventeen department 
clubs which supplement the work of the classroom.

The Literary Club, Orchesis (dance), and the Sym- 
Phony Club serve other cultural interests of students. 
While maintaining its freedom from sectarian affilia- 
tion, the University encourages the spiritual growth of 
the student. The religious life of the student is regarded 
àS а personal and individual matter, not supervised by 
the University, but religious meetings, such as the 
weekly chapel service, at which attendance is voluntary, 
are held under University auspices with faculty members 
and clergymen aş speakers. The University assists in 
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the formation of religious clubs, representing many 
forms of belief, that are a link between the student body 
and local churches. All of these groups combine once a 
year for the Spring Fellowship, at which time they are 
addressed by a religious leader of national prominence.

A unique student activity, which develops the skill in 
applying the principles of individual and social respon- 
sibility that should be an outcome of liberal education in 
a democracy, is The George Washington Union. This 
is a legislative forum of one hundred members, chosen, 
on a basis of proportional representation, by campus- 
wide elections held each fall. Employing the usual pro- 
cedure of a legislative body, the Union seeks to express 
all shades of student opinion on national and inter- 
national questions. Immediately preceding the annual 
elections, each of the parties composing the Union 
(Right, Center, Left) holds a convention at which its 
platform is adopted. Party caucuses and plenary ses- 
sions of the Union are held throughout the year. This 
student forum has been adopted as a model by a neigh- 
boring university. 

The University Hatchet, weekly student newspaper; 
affords opportunity for journalistic expression. Thé 
Hatchet maintains a high standard among college pub 
lications. For the last three years it has been ranked 
“All-American” by the Associated Collegiate Press. In 
1934 it received the designation of “Pacemaker,” thé 
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highest award made by that body. The Intercollegiate 
Newspaper Association of the Middle Atlantic States 
has, for the last two years, awarded to the Hatchet its 
cup for the best editorial page, as well as third place in 
news writing. Other student publications are The Cherry 
Tree (the annual), and the Handbook (a manual of 
University information). 

The Cue and Curtain Club productions and the con- 
certs of the Glee Club provide fields for the employment 
of talents in dramatics and music. The men’s Glee Club 
is recognized as among the best college singing groups 
in the country and on several occasions has won national 
honors in the intercollegiate glee club competitions. De- 
bate is also a major interest, with intramural emphasis 
and yearly international matches, as well as the usual 
intercollegiate competition. 

The presence of the University in the National Cap- 
ital, with its embassies and legations, and the large 
number of foreign students who are enrolled in the Uni- 
versity foster interest in international affairs and friend- 
ships with the peoples of other nations. The Interna- 
Чопа] Students’ Society, with members representing 
thirty-one countries, is one of the most active organiza- 
tions on the campus. The University has created the 
faculty post of Adviser to Students from Foreign Coun- 
tries, and has set aside International House for the use 
of students from abroad. 
p The Departments of Physical Education for Men and 
hysical Education for Women supervise modern pro- 
stams of physical activity. There are both intramural 
and intercollegiate sports for men, including football, 
basketball, baseball, swimming, tennis, and rifle. Intra- 


mural sports open to women are hockey, soccer, basket- 
ball, volley ball, dancing, swimming, tennis, archery, 
riding, golf, and badminton. 

Student social relations are stimulated by sixteen 
social fraternities and twelve social sororities. Most of 
the fraternities occupy houses. The sororities have 
chapter rooms in Sorority Hall. The fraternities and 
sororities are:

All these except one are national. Cooperation among 
them is achieved through an Interfraternity Council and 
a Panhellenic Association. Delphi, an intersorority s0- 
ciety, and Gate and Key, an interfraternity society, are 
honor organizations. An Independent Men's non-fra- 
ternity group and the Colonial Campus Club (women) 


provide social opportunities for unaffiliated students. 

The Student Council is the student governing body; 
developing student spirit through an understanding ap^ 
preciation of the University, its aims and ideals, and 
promoting student activities through cooperation and 
coordination. 
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Columbian House, Sorority Hall, the recreation rooms 
of Strong Hall, and the large Student Club are the stu- 
dent social centers. The entire program of student 
activities is stimulated by honor societies such as Omi- 
cron Delta Kappa, Hour Glass, and Steel Gauntlet, 
which recognize achievement in student affairs. The 
faculty members of the respective committees on Student 
Life, Forensics and Dramatics, Musical Organizations, 
Publications, and Eligibility contribute friendly faculty 
interest and mature advice. 

Thus, the University’s concern for the development of 
its students is not limited to the classroom instruction ; 
its interest in the character of its students is demon- 
strated in the conduct of all their activities. The prin- 
ciples of individual liberty, of toleration and coopera- 
tion, of equitable participation in the widest benefits 
which a university education may offer, as well as the 
intelligent subordination of personal desire to the best 


interests of the academic community, are protected and 


fostered as an integral part of the University’s social 
ideals,

5. Promotion to the rank of associate

Ment of indefinite tenure. A faculty 
Member on indefinite tenure will no 
longer receive contracts and his service

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by the Administration is privileged to 
request in writing of his Dean’s Council 
that a faculty committee be appointed 
to review the matter and render an ad- 
visory opinion. 

2. Any administrative officer or ofh- 
cers of the University are likewise priv- 
ileged to request the appropriate Dean’s 
Council to appoint a committee to re 
view any case involving conditions 
which might lead to the dismissal of @ 
member of the staff on the status of im 
definite tenure or to consider any othe 
cases including incompetence, ineffi 
ciency, disloyalty, unprofessional com 
duct, etc., on which an advisory opinio 
is desired. 

3. The Faculty Personnel Commit 
tee is to consist of five members to & 
selected by the Dean's Council of thf 
school in which the case arises апай 
to serve only for the specific case if 
question. Both the administrative of 
ficers of the University and the instru 
tor involved in the case shall have 2 
unlimited number of peremptory cha 
lenges concerning the personnel of t% 
committee, and the committee finalll 
selected shall have the approval of bo 
parties. 
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4. Both parties involved shall be priv- 
ileged to be present at all hearings but 
the proceedings of the committee shall 
be considered confidential. The opin- 
ion of the committee shall be available 
to both parties concerned, through the 
secretary of the committee. 


V. ACADEMIC FREEDOM 

I. The University will not place any 
restraint upon the instructor's freedom 
of investigation. An instructor, how- 
ever, will take cognizance of University 
Policies in regard to the coordination of 
lesearch efforts and he will not permit 
his research to interfere with his teach- 
Ing duties. The University has the right 
to request a member of the staff to plan 
his investigative work to contribute to 
Cooperative projects when such have 
been undertaken by a vote of the ap- 
Propriate faculty committee. A mem- 
r of the staff may request of the Uni- 
Versity Committee on Research that his 
Program be modified to permit him to 
undertake an approved research project 
Which could not be undertaken without 
Such Cooperation. 

2. The University will not impose 


any . . - > ^ 
y limitation upon the instructor's 
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freedom of exposition of his own sub- 
ject in the classroom or in addresses 
and publications outside the University, 
except in so far as the necessity of 


adapting instruction to the needs of im- 
mature students limits the scope and 
character of instruction. 


3. No instructor may claim as his 
right the privilege of discussing in his 
classrooms controversial topics outside 
his own field of study. The instructor 
is morally bound not to take advantage 
of his position by introducing into the 
classroom provocative discussions of 
irrelevant subjects not within his field 
of study. 


4. The University will recognize that 
the instructor in speaking and writing 
outside the Institution upon subjects 
beyond the scope of his own field of 
study is entitled to precisely the samê 
freedom and is subject to the same re- 
sponsibility as attached to all other cit- 
izens. If the extra-mural utterances of 
an instructor should be such as to raise 
grave doubts concerning his fitness fof 
his position, the question should in all 
cases be submitted to a Faculty Ad 
visory Committee. It should be clearly 
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understood that the Institution assumes 
no responsibility for views expressed by 
members of its staff; and instructors 
Should, when necessary, take pains to 
make it clear that they are expressing 
Only their personal opinions. 


VI. SABBATICAL LEAVES 


After six years of service on the part 
of a member of the academic staff on 
full service and above the rank of in- 
Structor, he is entitled to apply for sab- 
batical furlough and the Board may 
grant such furlough on the following 
Conditions : 


1. That the member of the staff of in- 
Struction accepting the furlough pledges 
to devote his time to a program which 
he has outlined, and which has been 
accepted by the University officers. 


2. That the Board shall be satisfied 
that the applicant’s ability and aptitude 
are such that the University is likely to 
benefit from the increased efficiency ac- 
quired during his absence. 


3. That the applicant have the ap- 
Prova] of the executive officer of his de- 
Partment, the dean of his College, and 
the President of the University. 
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4. That for the period of leave the 
University will pay the absentee one 
half of his salary for a full year or a full 
salary for one semester. 

5. That the member of the staff ac- 
cepting a furlough shall continue in the 
service of the University for at least one 
year following the furlough. 

6. That the salary paid for the pe- 
riod of the furlough be understood to 
be a contemporaneous compensation for 
service rendered to the University in 
acquiring efficiency for subsequent serv- 
ice to be rendered to the University. 


VII. Leave 


Leave of absence without salary for 
study or for any other good reason may 
be requested by any member of the staff 
of instruction at any time. 


VIII. RETIREMENT 

1. A member of the University staff 
of instruction on the Trustees’ Roll who 
shall have been in service on a full-time 
basis with the rank of professor or asso- 
ciate professor, and who shall have 
served in such professional status or its 
equivalent for fifteen years, at least ten 
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of which shall have been in The George 
Washington University, shall be retired 
at the end of the academic year in which 
Such member shall reach the age of 
sixty-five, unless, with the consent of 
the faculty memberg and upon the rec- 
ommendation of the President of the 
University, the Board shall continue 
Such service. In all cases, however, 
Such members of the University staff 
of instruction shall be retired at the end 
of the academic year in which they reach 
the age of seventy ; however, a member 
of the University staff of instruction eli- 
gible for retirement during a period be- 
tween two academic years may be con- 
tinued in active service during the 
academic year next succeeding and shall 
be retired at the conclusion thereof. 

This retirement plan shall not apply 
to a member of the staff who is on a 
limited-service basis. 

2. A professor of long and distin- 
8uished service to the University may 
Upon retirement be appointed professor 
Emeritus. A professor emeritus is en- 
ütled to use the facilities of the Univer- 
‘ity; to participate in faculty meetings 
Without vote; may serve on commit- 
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tees; and may perform such other serv- 
ices as are in keeping with his desires 
and the needs of the University. 

3. À member of the faculty who has 
served The George Washington Univer- 
sity on a full-time basis with the rank 
of associate professor or professor for 
fifteen years or more, who becomes in- 
capacitated and unable to continue his 
duties, is eligible for retirement and en- 
titled to such annuities as may be pro- 
vided by the University. 

4. A member of the faculty who be- 
comes convinced that it would be best 
for him and for the University for him 


to decrease his responsibilities, due to 


advancing years, ill health, or any other 
cause, should, with the consent of the 
President, be privileged to do so with- 
out prejudice, provided that a corre- 
sponding adjustment in compensation 
be accepted. Initiative in this matter 
may also be taken by the President in 
cooperation with a Faculty Advisory 
Committee. 


IX. RETIREMENT ANNUITIES 
A member of the staff from the full- 
service list officially retired shall be paid 
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such salary as shall be set by the Board 
of Trustees at its annual budget meet- 
ing, until special arrangements for an- 
nuities can be established. 


X. HEALTH SERVICE 


The University, recognizing the in- 
fluence of the health of the college 
teacher on his professional competence, 
Provides an annual physical examina- 
tion without charge to all those who 
Care to avail themselves of the privilege. 


XI. PROMOTIONS 


Promotion in rank does not come 
automatically through length of service 
but rather is dependent upon growth in 
Professional competence and increased 
Service to the University. Such growth 
May be evidenced through (1) increased 
ability as a teacher, (2) productive 
scholarship, (3) participation and lead- 
ership in professional societies, (4) serv- 
ice on University committees, (5) as- 
Sistance to student organizations, and 
(6) general service to the University 
and the community. To merit promo- 
tion a member of the staff of instruction 
will Ordinarily be expected to show 
development along a number of these 
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plished through (1) sound scholarship, 
(2) effective teaching, and (3) original 
contributions. 


In order to stimulate students to 
understand and appreciate the values 
inherent in a field of knowledge, the in- 
structor must have a command of his 
subject and keep informed concerning 
new developments in his field. He must 
also be a student of contemporary life 
in general so as to be able to interpret 
his field in the light of related knowl- 
edge. Since professional organizations 
take an active part in encouraging re- 
search and diffusing new knowledge, 
such organizations obviously merit the 
active support of the workers in their 
respective fields. Through their jour- 
nals and other suitable publications, the 
instructor will present from time to time 
contributions to the advancement of 
knowledge. 

C. Non-teaching Responsibilities 

The teacher's responsibility to the 
University extends beyond the ordinary 
classroom duties to include those func- 
tions which fall to the teacher as à 
member of the University community 
and as an individual member of the 
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group largely responsible for the 
University’s educational development. 
These duties include: regular attend- 
ance at faculty meetings, convocations, 
and other academic occasions; service 
on faculty or University committees ; 
assistance in the administrative work 
of his department or in the general ad- 
Ministrative work of the University 
When called upon; and service to stu- 
dents as a general or departmental ad- 
Viser, when so assigned. In addition, 
the University has the right to expect 
а teacher, so far as is consistent with 
the demands upon his time and energy, 
to serve the community, upon which the 
University in large measure depends. 
This service may be of many types, such

D. Outside Remunerative Activities 

No member of the staff on a full- 
service basis may accept an outside 
teaching appointment during the aca- 
demic year or engage in any other regu- 
lar activity of a remunerative nature 
without the approval of the University. 
A member of the staff is under obliga- 
tion not to permit such employment, 
even when officially approved, to inter- 
fere with his primary responsibility to 
the University.

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work for the Doctor’s degree and assigned to Co- 
lumbian College, thereby restoring the traditional 


close relationship of the baccalaureate and Master’s 
degrees in arts. This innovation was accompanied 
by the establishment of a carefully controlled Inde- 
pendent Study Plan. Under the Independent Study 
Plan a student of demonstrated capacity, with spe- 
cial interest in the subject-matter of a course, may 
be permitted to undertake independent study undef 
the personal direction of the instructor. At the 
same time, the University also adopted the divi- 
sional type of educational organization. Under it, 
previously self-defined and autonomous departments 
have been grouped together into larger units, based 
upon such factors as relationship of content and 
methods and similarity of background and view- 
point. The divisional plan shifts responsibility for 
courses and methods of instruction to the divisiom 
and coordinates isolated departments more inti 
mately into the developing fields of knowledge. 

The George Washington University program of 
educational sequence in the liberal arts and sciences 
extends from the elementary collegiate discipline 
of the Junior College through the studies for thé 
baccalaureate degree to the Master of Arts dis 
cipline. A well-rounded undergraduate major, sup 
ported by studies in related fields, is the core of thé 
Columbian College program. From it the Master of 
Arts discipline logically develops. The culmina- 
tion of the University's program is study for tht 
professional research degree of Doctor of Philos 
ophy, administered by the Graduate Council. 


The Junior College 


The purpose of the Junior College curriculum й 
to assist the student to obtain an integrated know! 
edge of the society of which he is a part; to foste

Opportunity for the student to demonstrate his

The requirement that students who intend to 
pursue studies toward the Bachelor of Arts degree 
must take work in English composition, English 


literature, foreign languages, social studies, and sci- 


ence, in addition to such courses as they may elect, 
insures an appropriate preparation for the more 
specialized studies of the junior and senior years. 


It also gives students the opportunity to develop 


wide interests in many subjects—interests which 


may be continued along with the major program. 
Thus the Junior College serves as a link between 
the secondary school on the one hand and the Senior 


College on the other, in the interests of a truly 
liberal education. 


Columbian College 


Columbian College . welcomes those students 


whose knowledge of their physical and social en 


vironment, cultural appreciation, mastery of thé 


tools of intellectual endeavor, native capacity, and 
personal qualities have indicated that they are ready 
to undertake with success studies leading to the 
baccalaureate degree. 


Admission to Columbian College is therefore 
based upon the attainment of a Junior Certificate 


or the equivalent, with such further requirements 4$ 


the faculty may set. In order to graduate from the 


Junior College, the student must have met all си“ 


riculum requirements and have attained an average 


of "C" in all work undertaken. Students from 


other institutions seeking admission to Columbia 
College by transfer must have attained junior clas 


standing and otherwise have satisfied the same 1 
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quirements as graduates of the Junior College of 
The George Washington University. 

These standards of admission insure a highly se- 
lected student body in Columbian College. As a 
result, students undertaking major programs may 
be expected to approach their tasks with appropriate 
educational backgrounds and intellectual disciplines, 
as well as familiarity with university methods of 
study, 

The purpose of Columbian College is to round 
Out the 


program of education begun in the Junior 
College, 


and to bring to a focus educationally the 
individual talents and aptitudes of the student of 
liberal arts. The program involves a comprehen- 
sive Survey of a field of study, together with such 
knowledge of other fields as will contribute to the 
intellectual development and social effectiveness of 
the student. 


The Graduate Council 


At the apex of the University’s educational struc- 


ture is the Graduate Council, which administers 


the Professional research work leading to the degree 


of Doctor of Philosophy, in accordance with a pro- 


cedure based upon the guild system associated with 
the medieval university. 


The Purpose of the Graduate Council is to create

New-Type Majors IN COLUMBIAN COLLEGE 


The 
begun in 1930, has been completed and is in effect 
in the Junior College and in the Graduate Council; 
but the program in Columbian College has until re- 
cently been incomplete. The faculty had, however, 
been giving careful consideration for an extended 
period of time to the problems inherent in carrying 


reordering of the University’s program, 


out the educational philosophy of the University’s 


liberal arts program and in giving practical effect 


to its aims and objectives with respect to both the 
undergraduate major and the Master’s work. A 
primary purpose in these discussions was the placing 
of emphasis upon the student's mastery of fields of 
study and coordination of his knowledge of their 
content. 


On May 27, 1936, after two years of thorough 
study and discussion, the faculty of Columbian Col- 
lege adopted the new plan of undergraduate majors. 
A further year (1936-37) was devoted to prepara- 
tion for the introduction of the new-type majors 


and the formulation of specific majors to be offered 


beginning with the academic year 1937-38. 

The new plan carries to its logical conclusion the 
reorganization of the liberal arts program of the 
University. It also brings Columbian College (the 
Senior College) into line with the Graduate Council 
of the University in making the degree depend ирой 


coordinated intellectual achievement rather than 


upon the mere accumulation of course-credits. 
Columbian College is well fitted to undertake this 
program by reason of the demonstrated capacity of 
its student body. The high standard of selective 
admission maintained throughout the University and 
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the effectiveness of the Junior College program ac- 
count in part for this. During the past several 
years, for instance, the average of scholarship of all 
Students in Columbian College has been well above 
the general scholastic average for the entire Univer- 
sity. This achievement indicates that the students 
of Columbian College are ready to meet the higher 
and broader standards set under the new plan. 

The new type majors differ from the old-type in 
administration, content, and requirements. 


Administration of the New Majors 


Unlike the old-type majors, which are admin- 
istered by the departments concerned, the new 
undergraduate majors will be under the supervision 
of the division in which the major field lies. Divi- 
Sional Educational Committees will have general 
Supervision of all majors in the respective divisions, 
Subject to the approval of the division. Coordina-

Content and Requirements for New-Type Majors 


Although the minimum requirements for the 
Bachelor’s degree will still include completion of 
a specific number of semester-hours, the content of 


the major will no longer be defined in terms of 
courses or credits, but rather in terms of subject- 


matter. The definition will be supplemented by 


reading-lists and other materials. In formulating 
the content of the field 
but not required. 


, Courses may be suggested, 


The passing of a written examination in the de- 
fined field of the major will be the evidence that the 
requirements of the major have been satisfied. Nat- 


urally, most students will take courses in their 


major fields covering a Portion of the minimum 
Semester-hour requirements for the degree, and 
will ordinarily be encouraged 


to do so; but they 
will not be required to take such courses. More- 
over, an essential part of the new 


program is the 


protection of the student against overspecialization, 
by requiring a substantial amount of work in sub- 


jects outside of the major. 


Definition and Objectives 


An undergraduate or baccalaureate major may 


be defined as a coordinated study of the content 
and methods of a field of knowledge. Although 
generally confined to a single department of instruc- 


tion, a major may also be taken in a group of closely 
related subjects, 


or in some important and integral 
subdivision of a departmental program. In other 
words, a major may be offered by 


a single depart- 
ment; or in a group of related studies involving 
more than one department, or even more than one 


division; or one department may offer more than 
one major field of study within itself. 


The objective of the major is to give to the stu- 
dent, at the time of his graduation, the skill and 
knowledge of a field of learning, enlarged and 
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Strengthened by studies in related subjects, so that 
he may, with conviction and understanding, meet 
the needs, activities, and interests of modern life. 

Study for the major, how ever, is not intended to 
displace the ideal of a liberal education. The stu- 
dent is advised 


against overspecialization, protected 
trom undue 


encroachment upon his time and energy 
by major requirements, and given opportunity for 
the broadening of his knowledge throughout the 
undergraduate discipline. In order to assure this, 
at least two fifths of his work during the junior 
and senior years must be taken in subjects not in- 
cluded in the major. Responsibility for carrying 
Out this provision rests with the professor or de- 
Partment of the major subject, by whom all courses 


taken by the student in Columbian College will be 
approved.

The Major Examination 


The major examination will normally be taken 
by the student toward the end of the senior year; 


in the case of students on limited schedule, the 
major examination may be taken not earlier than 
one calendar year before graduation. Students who 


fail to pass a major examination may, at the dis- 
cretion of the Columbian College Committee on 
Studies, be re-examined at a later regular major- 


examination period. The Educational Committees 


of the respective divisions will have general super- 


vision of the preparation, reading, and grading of 
major examinations. Major examinations will be 


held in the closing weeks of each regular semester 


and, with the permission of the Committee on 


Studies, at the conclusion of the Summer Sessions. 


There is no requirement of specific courses of 


credits in order to qualify for the major examina- 
tion. The student may prepare himself by inde- 
pendent reading and study, or through the work of 


various recommended courses, or by a combination 


of both, and by the additional assistance received in 
the proseminar. The student is invited to confef 
with the adviser concerning any details not clear tà 
him and to obtain any suggestions for reading and 
study which may be desired. 


New PLAN ror MASTER'S Work 


The new plan for the Master’s work (effective 
in all fields of study with the opening of the aca 
demic year 1937-38) is similar in aims and adminis 
tration, as well as in educational philosophy, to that 
for the new undergraduate major, but involve 


greater knowledge of the field and greater 4€ 


quaintance with scholarly methods, as demonstrated 
by the Master's thesis and the results of the Mas 
ter's examination.

On the basis of techniques developed and ex- 
perience gained in the administration of these 
majors, additional new-type majors will gradually 
be introduced until all majors offered in Columbian 
College conform to the new plan. In the mean- 
time, old-type majors will continue to be offered, 
until further notice, in Art, Botany, Chemistry, 
Classical Languages and Literatures, Economics, 
French, Geology, Germanic Languages and Litera- 
tures, History, Mathematics, Physics, Political Sci- 
ence, Psychology, Public Speaking, Romance Lan- 
Guages and Literatures, Sociology, Spanish, and 
Zoology, Students who have already begun work 
on old-type majors in Biology, English, Philosophy, 
and Statistics will of course be permitted to com- 
plete their majors under the old plan if they wish; 
but new candidates for majors in these four fields 
Will be subject to the new requirements. 

Of the six new-type majors offered, two, those in 
International Relations and in Biology, extend 

Toadly over the work of their respective divisions, 
and another, that in the field of American Thought 
and Culture, involves studies in two divisions, those 
of Languages and Literatures and of Social Sci- 
ences. The other majors replace old-type majors 
in their respective fields.

lems, an integrated knowledge of the historical, 
Political, and economic relations of the principal 
Nations of the world is a necessary part of a liberal 
education. The major in International Relations 
is designed to enable the student to coordinate his 
knowledge of world affairs and also to serve as a

A coordinated knowledge of International Rela- 
tions requires an understanding of the historical 
development of the Western State System, its forms 
and institutions, and of the economic and political 
bases of relations between nations. The general 


content of the major includes the following: 


A. The origin and development of the Western 
State System: a survey of the growth of 
nation-states as seen in the history of Eu- 
rope and the United States, with an under- 
standing of nationalism as the dominant 
force in this historical development. 

B. International public law and organization: 
a survey of the rules, customs, and prac- 
tices by which states regulate their rela- 
tions with each other, and of the general 
functions and structure of international or- 
ganization. 

C. International politics: a survey of the forces 
which motivate the action of nation-states, 
and of the dynamics of foreign policy, with 
emphasis on the significance of nationalism, 
imperialism, and the use of force in inter- 
national relations. 


D. International economic relations: a broad 
survey of types of international economic 
relations, including international trade, 
trade controls and trade barriers, and inter- 


national economic cooperation. 


3. English Literature 
The coordinated knowledge which a student must 
exhibit in the major in the field of English, and 
upon which he will be examined at the end of his 
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B. 


year, is summarized under the four general 


headings that follow: 


. The history of English literature from the 


Anglo-Saxon period up to 1900: a broad 
knowledge of the content and important 
movements, and the significance of the latter 
in the development of English thought and 
artistic expression. 

The chief English writers: a certain fa- 
miliarity with each man and his main 
works, and a detailed knowledge of Shake- 
speare. A candidate for special honors 
shall, in addition, show a detailed knowl- 
edge of at least three of the other writers 
listed below. 

The English social and political history, 
1300-1900, as it bears upon or is reflected 
in the literature. 

European intellectual backgrounds and 
movements which have affected English lit- 


erature. 


It is advised that students majoring in English

The kind of control 
exercised, whether federal, state, or local, 
and the reasons therefor should be studied, 
and the major student should familiarize 
himself with the conservation activities of 
the Department of Agriculture, including 
the Bureau of the Biological Survey, and 
the National Parks Service. 


J. History. The student of Biology should be 
well-read in the history of the subject from 
ancient times to the Present, and in the de- 
velopment of the different branches of the 
science during the last two centuries. He 
will be expected to know something of the 
lives and Principal contributions of the 
world’s leading biologists, past and present. 

In addition to the biological material designated, 
it is desirable that the student majoring in this field 
include among his elective studies such collateral 
subjects as Chemistry, Physics, Statistics, Geology, 
Geography, Psychology, Sociology, and Economics. 

The Associate Professor of Biology will act as 
adviser, guide the student in his reading and choice 
of courses, and offer a Proseminar to assist in co- 
ordinating the various elements which make up 
the major. 


G. Philosophy 
The following Statement describes the nature and 
content .of the undergraduate major in Philosophy; 
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and indicates the materials from which the major 
€xamination in Philosophy will be composed. The 
Student is invited to confer with the Associate Pro- 
fessor of Philosophy concerning any details which 
do not seem clear, and to obtain any additional 
Suggestions for reading and study which may be 
desired, 


A coordinated knowledge of Philosophy on the 
baccalaureate level involves an introductory study 
of the problems of knowledge, reality, and value. 
Stress must be laid upon the history of thought, the 
role of knowledge in the natural and social sciences, 
and the problems of value in the life of the con- 
temporary individual, and in present-day society. 
The Study of three fields is required, a fourth being

A. Histor, of Philosophy: an historical sur- 
vey of the large periods and the main phil- 
osophers in the Orient and the western 
world, including early Chinese philosophy, 
Hindu philosophy, Buddhism, Zoroastrian- 
ism, the pre-Socratic Greeks, Socrates, 
Plato, Aristotle, the Stoics, the Epicureans, 
the Old and New Testament, the medieval 
philosophers, and the philosophers of mod- 


ern times from Descartes through Bergson.

Logic and Theory of Knowledge: a critical 
study of deductive logic, induction, and the 
application of the principles of reflective 
thought in the natural and social sciences, 
with special emphasis upon the theories of 
Aristotle, Copernicus, Newton, Adam

Ethics and Social Philosophy: a study of 


the various systems of ethical thought, such 
as hedonism, Stoicism, eudaemonism, Chris-

of the philosophical background of various 


contemporary social and economic trends. 

D. (Optional) The Nature of Mind: a study 
of the philosophical Significance of the va- 
rious contemporary psychological theories 
of mind. 

The Associate Professor of Philosophy will act 
as adviser, guide the student in his reading and 
choice of Courses, and offer a proseminar to assist 
in coordinating the various elements which make 
up the major.

corporated . . . under the laws of Congress.” 

The Library of Congress is the greatest of our national institutions if 
its relation to research and learning. Its large collections include the 
rarest historical documents and publications; its unique manuscripts an 
records make up the richest body of source material bearing on the history 
of our Nation. It contains practically every book printed in America, 48 
well as the most prized of foreign publications. The new Folger Shakes 
peare Library and special collections in other museums and institutions 
supplement the Library of Congress in placing Washington foremost 28 # 
center of research. The Government’s broad educational program centers 
in the Office of Education, which advises with State, county, and urban 
school officers as to the administration and improvement of schools, 4 
brings to teachers the results of national experiment and experience 
The Bureau of Standards, a unique scientific laboratory, with its large sta 
of experts, conducts special investigations in the interests of science an 
technical subjects. The Smithsonian Institution, with its Internationa 
Exchange Service, distributes a vast accumulation of scientific data 20 
information. The National Museum, with many millions of specimens 
is a vast organized collection of the ideas and works of man, illustrating 
how his simple arts and early beliefs developed into our modern comp'e 
culture. 

In addition to these Federal institutions which contribute 80 largely 
to Washington as a center of learning, there are many other converging 
forces to make it the focus of educational, intellectual, and culturi 
achievement.

THE UNIVERSITY 


The idea of a university located in the Capital of the Nation was 
sponsored by George Washington, who during his public life urged the 
establishment of such an institution and in his will left fifty shares o 
stock in the Potomac (Canal) Company for the endowment of a university 
to be established in the District of Columbia “to which the youth of 
fortune and talents from all parts thereof might be sent for the completion 
of their Education in all the branches of polite literat ure;—in arts an 
Sciences,—in acquiring knowledge in the principles of Politics & goo 
Government". 

The George Washington University is the successor of Columbian 
College in the District of Columbia, which was chartered by an act 9 
Congress of February 9, 1821. In 1873 the name was changed to “Colum” 
bian University" and in 1904 to “The George Washington University 

In 1930 a new plan of academic organization was effected, resembling 
in principle the master-apprentice relation of the old guild system. The 
University as it is now organized consists of the Junior College, comprising 
the work of the freshman and sophomore years; a Senior College, known 
as “Columbian College", which awards the Bachelor's and Master § 
degrees; a Council for Graduate Study; the professional Schools an 
Divisions, which include Medicine, Law, Engineering, Pharmacy; Edu- 
cation, Government, Library Science, and Fine Arts; the Division of 
University Students; the Center of Inter-American Studies; and thé 
Summer Sessions.

THE SCHOOL OF EDUCATION

2. The aptitude of the student if bent upon study for a profession. 

3. The character of the student. 

The University reserves the right to refuse admission to any student 
whose previous work has been of such grade as to create doubt of his 
ability to pursue college work successfully, or who for any other reason 
would not be a desirable student. 

Detailed requirements for admission are stated in the announcements 
of the Schools and Divisions in this bulletin. 

The Junior College.—4A certificate of graduation from an accredited 
secondary school, with a minimum of fifteen “units”, is required for 
admission to the Junior College.

Statement of the scope of the several fields in which it examines. 
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ADMISSION TO THE PREMEDICAL CURRICULUM 


The several State Medical Boards govern the granting of licenses 
to practice; hence their requirements as to high-school credits must be 
met exactly. A high-school record from each high school attended (in- 
cluding junior high schools) must be filed, rather than a record from the 
last school only. The fifteen units required must include three in English, 
two in one foreign language, one in Algebra, one in Geometry, one in 
History, and one in Science. Eleven of the units offered must be in 
the above subjects. No candidate can be accepted with a condition in 
secondary-school work. (Should a student be admitted with a cleat 
record to other than the premedical curriculum and complete college 
work acceptable toward that other curriculum, and then desire to enter 
premedical work, a deficiency in his secondary-school work would in- 
validate all college work previously taken. The deficiency would have tO 
be cleared before proceeding with college courses that would apply towar 
the premedical-college requirements.) The premedical-college require- 
ments must be fulfilled in all respects. 


ADMISSION TO THE SCHOOL OF MEDICINE
